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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/ or

Claims 16-23, 31-33, 34 have been canceled. 

Reasons For Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The claims are drawn to a method of reducing an organic compound using yeast- 
water paste, where the water-to-yeast ratio is up to 1.5 ml/g. 

The prior art of Kawai et al. teach asymmetric reduction of nitroalkene with baker's 
yeast. Specifically, the reference teaches the reduction of the nitroalkene to the 
corresponding alkane (see page 310). However, the reference, in the materials section, 
teaches general procedure for the reduction of disubstituted nitroalkenes. The reference 
teaches that to the nitroalkene was added dry baker's yeast (25g) in water 1 50 mL water (see 
page 315). For trisubstituted nitroalkenes, the reference teaches 50g of yeast in 250mL of 
water. The ratio of the water to yeast in the disubstituted reaction is 6 mL/g and 5 mL/g for 
the trisubstituted reaction. Similarly, Ohta et al. also teaches Reduction of Nitroalkene 1 
with Bakers' Yeast (see page 1804). This reference also teaches adding dry yeast, lOg, in 
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50mL of water to the nitroalkene. Again the ratio is 5mL/ g. Furthermore, both references 
also teach the presence of organic solvents such as ethanol within the reaction. 

The ratios water-to-yeast ratio, taught in the prior art are significantly larger than the 
ratio claimed. The references do not provide any teaching or motivation that the ratio can 
be decreased to the claimed range. Furthermore, neither reference teaches that ethanol or 
any other organic solvent may be omitted from the reaction mixture. Note that the claims 
require that the reaction be "conducted in the absence of any additional solvents." Thus, 
the claimed invention is both novel and unobvious over the prior art.
